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FIRE DESTROYS 
BARN TUESDAY

A fire of undetermined origin th at 
started Tuesday afternoon about 4 
o’clock destroyed a barn on the farm 
tenanted by the Albert Cook family, 
one mile from Five Points along the 
old Menallen Rd. 
Firemen 
from 
York 
Springs, 
Hampton and Biglerville were called 
to battle the blaze which swept 
quickly through six tons of baled 
*hay and an additional two tons of 
loose hay in the 35x40-foot struc­ 
ture. 
Damage was estimated by firemen 
at “about $8,000.’’ Mrs. Edith Cash- 
man, the owmer, was not available 
for comment. 
Two Sheds Saved 
The fire was .first discovered by 
Mrs. Cook who saw smoke curling 
from the barn while she was prepar­ 
ing the evening meal. Mr. Cook was 
working in the fields. 
The York Springs’ fire engine was 
the first to arrive. Biglerville was 
summoned when the waster supply in 
the York Springs’ pumper became 
low. Prompt action by firemen saved 
two sheds close to the bam. 
The Cooks told authorities the fire 
occurred one day before a shipment 
of hogs and cattle was to have been 
delivered to the farm. 


Fairfield Residents Resent 
Paper's Attack On Police 


Fairfield residents resent strongly news stories and an editorial 
which appeared in the Waynesboro Record Herald Tuesday, repre­ 
senting Fairfield folk as objecting to “Gestapo methods’’ used by 
the FBI and state police in their investigation of the White extor­ 
tion case. 
“We feel th at a serious crime has been committed and we want 
to see the criminal brought to justice,” one prominent^ Fairfield 
resident told The Gettysburg Times today. “We are willing to 
cooperate fully and from our observation the investigators have 
been too courteous and considerate to be guilty of conduct to 
justify the criticisms published in the Waynesboro paper. 
“We believe that the moves made by the investigators were 
necessary and we don’t regard them as high-handed or illegal,” 
the spokesman continued. 
On Tuesday the Waynesboro paper quoted unnamed Fairfield 
folk as “seething with indignation over this flagrant violation of 
their democratic rights.” They quoted another unidentified F air­ 
field man as saying he was “treated like a low, common criminal.” 


World Free Of 
Shooting War

The end of the shooting in Indo­ 
china will m ark one of the few 
periods that the world has been 
free of full-scale w ar since Dec. 9, 
1934, when M ussolini’s I t a l i a n 
troops clashed with Ethiopian sol­ 
diers on the frontier of disputed 
8om aliland. 
By the tim e the Ethiopian fight­ 
ing ended May 5, 1936, Hitler had 
broken the Locarno P act by send­ 
ing troops into the dem ilitarized 
Rhineland. The Spanish Civil War 
raged from 
July 17, 
1936 until 
M arch 28, 1939 Elsewhere in E u­ 
rope, Nazi troops already were on 
the m arch. G erm any declared w ar 
on Poland Sept. I, 1939 and World 
W ar II was on. 
Ho Chi Minh’s Communist-led 
Vietminh forces rose against the 
French garrison at Hanoi Dec 19, 
1946, touching off the Indochina 
W ar only 12 days before President 
T r u m a n 
officially 
proclaim ed 
peace with the Axis powers.

Mounting unrest in North Africa 
has forced France to rush troop 
reinforcem ents 
to Tunisia.

Gen. Georges Delteil of France 
and Gen. Ta Quang Buu of the 
Vietminh rebels signed arm istice 
agreem ents 
covering 
Viet 
Nam 
and Laos just 3 hours and 50 min- 
utes after the Tuesday midnight 
deadline French Prem ier Pierre 
M endes-France had set for peace 
or his resignation. 
A truce for the third Indochina 
state, Cambodia, was signed later 
today 
Cambodia signed with the Viet­ 
minh at 12:42 p.m . R epresenta­ 
tives of all parties to the Indo­ 
china conference gathered for the 
cerem ony, including Lt. Col. John ' 
E. Dwan of the U.S. Army. Nlhek 
Tioulong, com m ander in chief of 
Camoodian forces, signed for Cam ­ 
bodia and Gen. Ta Quang Buu for 
the Vietminh. 
But the big event had come nine 
hours earlier in the signing of the 
agreem ent on Viet Nam and Laos. 
The sim ple signing ceremony, 
under a blaze of photographers 
lights In the form er home of the 


League of Nations, called a halt 
to an eight-year war in which 
92,000 soldiers of the French Union 
expeditionary corps died or disap­ 
peared. 
It also laid a Korea-like p arti­ 
tion across the 42-mile waist of 
Viet 
Nam, 
Indochina’s 
largest, 
richest and m ost populous state, 
about at the 17th Parallel of lati­ 
tude. 
Com m unist leader Ho Chi Minh 
will take over the destinies of the 
residents north of the line. The IO 
million Vietnam ese below the p ar­ 
tition will live under the pro-West­ 
ern regim e of chief of stale Bao 
Dai.

WASHINGTON im — President 
Eisenhower said 
today anybody 
who accuses him of trying to de­ 
stroy the Tennessee Valley Authori­ 
ty is in error—to put ii as mildly as 
possible. 
The administration's attitude to­ 
ward TV A has come under hot de­ 
bate in the Senate, revolving about 
an Eisenhower-endorsed propose I 
for a new private power source in 
the Tennessee Valley. 
The President spoke out on the 
controversy at a news conference 
largely devoted to the Indochina 
settlement reached at Geneva. In 
the course of this discussion he 
said he does not believe the Com­ 
munists are willing to risk an all- 
out war with the free world. 
As for his legislative program 
In general, 
Eisenhower said he 
thinks it is coming along in good 
shape although Congress is not 
giving him everything he asked 
for. 
Speaks With Rancor 
He spoke without rancor of yes­ 
terday’s House vote turning down 
his four-year public housing pro­ 
gram, and said simply he w'ill 
make recommendations to the next 
Congress aimed at meeting the 
housing needs which will exist at 
that time. 
The House rejected 234-156 Ei­ 
senhower’s program to build 140,- 
OOO puolic housing units in four 
years. The President said, how­ 
ever, his housing program as a 
whole has met with considerable 
success, and does include some 
public housing features. 
On the TV A controversy, Eisen­ 
hower said the question is a na­ 
tional and not simply a regional 
one. He described himself as not 
bound forever by his stand that 
private power should be fed into 
the TV A system as he directed in 
a recent order. 
This order stirred up lengthy 
Senate debate which has delayed 
action on his atomic energy pro­ 
gram as a whole.

Some of the men 
slept awhile, then talked of their 
next step. A few played cards— 
with a marked deck of course, 
marked in Braille. 
The blind broom makers went 
on strike last March 2, protesting 
a pay cut. They have no union. 
Jam es Leri, 29. m arried and the 
father of one child, said:

"We had been paid $1.13 a dozen 
to make brooms. The association 
tried to cut his to 78 cents a dozen 
and we walked off the Job.

a short time ago we offered to 
go back to work for 90 cents a 
dozen. 
‘‘We decided to put on a sitdown 
strike and went to the cafeteria 
for a meeting yesterday. Some of 
the association officials called po- 
, lice and said we had to get out 
by 5 p m , Well, we're still here 
and we are going to stay for 
awhile. We might try to picket 
the place later in the day. I don’t 
know* just what we’ll do. 
"We just want to go back to 
work and we don’t want charity—
